AMADOR. 


A P ro m is in g 
F u tu re —A H ig h 
T rib u te 
P a id to O ld E l D o ra d o . 
E. S. H all, one of the pioneers of the 
State, and one who knows as much about 
the f oothills of the Sierras as any man 
in California, writes from Plym outh as 
follow s: 
The recent cold snap—or perhaps it 
might, with more propriety, be called a 
Tolar wave of atmospheric air passing over 
the citrus belt from Southern to Northern 
California—has fully established the adapt­ 
ability of our climate to the growth of all 
kinds of citrus fruit. 
It is but a year or 
two since that in Florida orange trees and 
other citru3 trees were destroyed by frost, 
or. we might say, a cold wave sim ilar to 
the orre which has just passed over this 
Slate. In the recent cold wave snow fell 
in Galveston. Tex., an event never known 
before, and the cold wave extended across 
the continent from the Atlantic to the Pa­ 
cific. Sufficient time has r.ow elapsed to 
hear from all parts of the State, and our 
most experienced horticulturists sav that 
the injury to all kinds of citrus trees is 
very slight. 


A lio r r FIFTEEN YEARS AGO, 
W hile I was residing in the city of New 
Orleans, all the orange groves on the banks 
of the Mississippi river were killed by a 
Polar wave of atmospheric air—that is, the 
trees were killed, but new trees sprang from 


the roots which were not killed. So that, 
in a few years, the banks of the Mississippi 
were again lined bv magnificent groves of 
orange trees. Then it was thought by 
some persons, when that cold Arclic wave 
passed over the valley of the Mississippi, 
that climatic changes were taking place 
which would destroy the prospect of re­ 
establishing their orange groves. But it 
has been found that their fears were ground­ 
less. 
I think that every section of the 
world is subject to be visited by a cold 
Arctic wave every thirty or forty years. 
W bv it should be so, is a question for our 
scientists to solve, but I will also frankly 
admit that I do not believe that it can Ire 
solved either by nature's laws or the en­ 
lightened workings of science. 
But it is 
sufficient for all practical purposes that the 
fact is established that our great valleys, 
and also ihe foothill section of our State, 
are well adapted to the growth of all kinds 
of citrus fruit tiees. 


A TRIBUTE TO EL DORADO. 
We are glad to note that the old Empire 
county of El Dorado lias caught the land 
boom, and that wild agricultural land 
around Colonia has jum ped to $100 per 
acre. 
We know that all the old pioneers 
have a warm place in their hearts for the 
welfare and prosperity of the citizens of 
that historical county. 
W herever they 
may be it is their Mecca, the bright star of 
their early dreams, and the last spot of 
earth to which the memory turns when 
life’s visions are passing away. This old 
historic county is about to put on new 
robes of beauty. The advent of the rail­ 
road will give new life and vim to her citi­ 
zens and help largely to develop her great 
natural resources. 
But what shall I say of 
Little Amador, her sister county'! She 
has till the natural advantages of soil, water 
and climate, but lacks railroad facilities. 
Give her these and she will soon be the 
peer of any county in the State. Span Lit­ 
tle Atuador with a network of railroads 
and you will change nature’s wild land­ 
scape into a paradisical bower of beauty, 
crowned with its olive and orange groves, its 
vineyards, fruit orchards and gardens,mak­ 
ing happy homes for a large rural popula­ 
tion of industrious citizens. I may never 
live to see that day, but it will surely come, 
and Little Amador a ill stand side by side 
with any of her sister counties in the State 
in ail the elements of progressive improve­ 
m ent aad prosperity.

Court. The warrant was assigned by Mc­ 
Carthy to I. W. Heilman, and by Heilman 
to the plaintiff for a valuable consideration. 
The warrant covered amounts for persons 
whom McCarthy did not pay, and hence the 
effort, among other reasons, to stop pay­ 
m ent by the State. In deciding the case 
the Supreme Court says : 
“ It does not concern 
the Treasurer 
whether the parties to whom the several 
amounts allowed in the Clerk's account 
have been actually paid. If the Clerk had 
presented the warrant in person to the 
Treasurer for payment, the latter would 
not have troubled himself with such an in­ 
quiry, and we see no reason for such an in­ 
quiry now. None of the creditors of the 
Clerk under this warrant complain, and 
the Treasurer can scarcely be expected to 
constitute him self their guardian. 
“ If it be conceded that the fact of non­ 
payment by the Clerk, if shown, would be 
a defense to this proceeding, it is sufficient 
to say that in this case prima facie the war­ 
rant is good, the presumption being that 
the officer has done his.duty, and if there 
are any creditors rem aining unpaid it de­ 
volved upon the defendant herein to prove 
the fact. No attem pt was made to plead or 
prove it. Judgm ent affirmed.” 


S h a s t a P a r k a n d O t h e r s .—The plan to 
have the Government reserve a tract of 
land containing 200,000 acres near Mount 
Shasta for a national park is a good one. 
The game, fish and timber will thus be 
preserved and a pleasant sum mer resort 
will retain its attractiveness and be kept 
unblemished by the hand of the greedy 
spoiler. Only three national parks have 
ever been set aside heretofore. The Yo- 
seinite valley comprises one of these, the 
Mariposa Big Tree Grove another, and the 
Yellowstone National Park the third. They 
are set apart as pleasure grounds for the 
benefit of the people and are made forever 
inalienable. The Y llowstone Park con­ 
tains 3,575 square miles, and within its area 
is a marvelous num ber of hot springs, gey­ 
sers, waterfalls and other curiosities. Be­ 
sides the fact that Government ownership 
will preserve the natural attractions in 
the3e reservations, it is pleasant to reflect 
that no private individual can ever fence 
them in and charge the people for seeing 
them. The State of New York has lately, 
at great expense, redeemed Niagara from 
the clutches of avarice. The m aim er in 
which that great natural wonder was held 
so long for private gain is a warning to 
State and National Governments to w ith­ 
hold, wherever possible, such attractions 
from private ownership.— Los Angeles Ex­ 
press.

PARTICULARS OF THE AFFAIR. 


M a d r id , February 5.—A special dispatch 
says that ten civilians were killed. Tiie 
miners had joined the peosints living in 
the vicinity in protesting against open air 
calcinations. 
The Civil Governor of Huelva, accompa­ 
nied by two companies of troops and some 
civil guards, arrived at the scene on Saturday 
and found the streets occupied by a threat­ 
ening mob, num bering about 14,000.- The 
Governor spoke from the balcony of the 
nnthiepal building and tried to restore 
order, but the crowd drowned his voice 
with shouts and fired pistols and threw 
dynamite cartridges at*tbe soldiers. The 
troops were then ordered to fire and the 
crowd was finally dispersed. Two soldiers 
were wounded. 
At the beginningof the trouble the crowd 
bad almost succeeded in routing the troops. 
After the dispersion of tbe crowd.the sol­ 
diers retired outside the town. 
Five more civilians have died of their 
wounds, and other cases of wounded per­ 
sons have come to light. Oue thousand 
soldiers occupy the town and surrounding 
villages. 
The magistrates sent to investigate the 
affair found arms and dynamite secreted in 
a num ber of houses. Socialistic agents 
were also discovered.

A MURDER SOCIETY. 
A discovery ¡s rcjorted at Victoria, 15- 
of a very startling character. The 
story runs that through the urrest of a 
C hiniini.in named I.mu Hip, for attempt­ 
ing to kill a custonu officer of that port, 
it ban been (Uncovered that the Chinese in 
Victoria have an assassination society 
which number!) its members by thousands 
in llritish Columhiaand the United St ates. 
W hat easts some donht upon the taléis 
the fact that it romos to us hy the round - 
about wav of Ottawa and New York, the 
corres|iondent of the New York ,S’im, writ­ 
ing from the former place, being the au­ 
thority for it. 
It is not explained how the news 
reached the correspondent in Ottawa. But 
tin* story relates that officer Gardner, who 
has been active in preventing the importa­ 
tion oí t hiñese women for vicious pur­ 
poses, has received many threatening let­ 
ters from Chinese, and finally was assaulted 
by Bum Iiip and an accomplice, Lup 
hong, with evident intent to murder. U|sm 
the person of the former was found a letter 
signed ( hit Kung Fong, dated at Victoria 
in July last, and addressed to Bum Hip. 
and entitling him ‘ salaried soldier.” The 
letter opens with an argument that great 
questions of state are often settled by re­ 
sort to arms, and that the men chosen to 
warlike deeds are suchas are well skilled 
in the use of weapons and the arts of war. 
That the “ salaried soldier” who resists 
“ eternal derision and contempt "acts upon 
the same great principle that applies when 
States engage in war. Bum Hip, as one of 
these “ salaried soldiers," is instructed that 
lie is not to act save upon orders. How­ 
ever, it any members (of the society) 
should lie contemptuously treated, and 
“ true danger” approach him, tliea Bum 
Hip is to act iijion his own judgment. He 
is then instructed to attend upon the ar­ 
rival of every China steamer bringing 
Chinese women slaves, and to act as he 
shall la1 advised by the “ director." 
He 
must fear only to he late. For every kill­ 
ing he is ordered to undertake and accom­ 
plishes his reward is to lie $500. If 
in the contest lie is wounded and a 
physician is required, lie is to he al­ 
lowed $10 a month, ll by the wound­ 
ing 
ho is physically incapacitated 
to serve it-a soldier thereafter, lie is to re- 
ceivc $250, aud a subscription is to lie 
taken for his benefit. It is stipulated that 
he aud his fellow “soldiers” are “ to injure 
or kill" whomsoever the “ directors” of 
the society designate. If, as a result of his 
service, he is sent to prison, the “ society” 
hinds itself to forward $100 a year to his 
friends iu China hi* long aa he is ini- 
priflonetl. As the “ word of mouth may 
not be o\ •id encc,” it is specified that the 
letter shall la' deemed a contract. 
To those familiar with the conduct of 
C.hiñese in this State, the warring factions 
among them and the murderous onslaughts 
thev make upon lheir enemies, the story 
will not appear at all improbable. The 
“ highbinder" we know as a Mongolian 
ruffian by profession ; the “ hired fighter” 
is a Chinese character familiar in the his­ 
tory of Chinese quarters in California 
cities, and the columns of our daily press 
have for thirty years liornc witness to the 
skill with which tlicv use weapons and the 
adroitness with which they escape detec­ 
tion. We know, further, that there are 
secret organizations among the Chinese in 
America who put forward these “fighters" 
and shield them from justice. The Vic­ 
toria storv, therefore, though it comes to 
us iu a round-about way, is not improba­ 
ble. Ordinarily, such a disclosure as is 
now made would lead to the breaking up 
of the murderous organization. It will 
have no such effect in this esse. The 
Chinese arc secretive, have little can* for 
human life, and look upon the Cau­ 
casian with such 
contempt that the 
taking 
of 
his 
life 
is 
little 
more 
to 
them 
than 
the 
killing 
of a dog. Their murder society, therefore, 
can scarcely lie reached, its membership 
cannot be known, nor the employment of 
its “ fighters ” checked. The most that 
can lie accomplished is to punish these 
"salaried soldiers" who are taken in crime 
with such scveiity as to render others 
fearful to act. The publicity of the com­ 
part to murder will, however, beneficially 
acrve us in removing the impression so 
prevalent at the East that the little brown 
m;u\ is an inoffensive crea ture who is per­ 
secuted upon the Pacific Coast and whose 
exclusion is an offense to humanity. 


nia for tlicir hides; yet the statute is 
ignored and deer hides are so plentiful as 
to lie regularly quoted in the market. In 
the north part of the State they are be­ 
ing slaughtered, and the deer must in a 
few years become extinct unless protected 
hy reservation. In the Sierra upland of 
Amador, Calaveras and Eldorado the deer 
is becoming more and more scarce, and 
parties slaughter them in defiance of the 
law, and for the hides as well as mere 
s]Hirt and out of sheer wantonness. The 
proposed Shasta Park will, if reserved, be­ 
come a breeding ground for deer and for 
several varieties of feathered game now 
being destroyed without reason. Accessible 
trout streams are becoming rare, hut those in 
Shasta Park can he preserved and the catch 
kept within reason. These, we repeat, are 
very impirtant considerations, and are 
alone sufficient to justify the sequestration 
of the lands in the romantic Shasta mount­ 
ains. It apjiears to us that the sports­ 
men’s associations on the coast ought to 
take action in this matter, and cast their 
influence in favor of securing the reserva­ 
tion. Whatever is done in the matter 
ought to lie done at once, that settlors may 
not further increase in the region named. 
Of course those who have gained rights 
already cannot lie disturbed, hut they are 
as yet comparatively few.

T hk strikes in the coal regions are most 
largely promoted by foreign laliorers who 
in their native places did not get one- 
third the wages which they here receive, 
nor live one third as well. It appears to 
he the rule that the most discontented in 
the labor ranks are those who have most 
to lie thankful for. Except m degree, the 
strikes in the coal sections do not differ 
from strikes elsewhere and generally, nor 
are the methods greatly different. In the 
coal fields they are characterized hy more 
of the spirit of lawlessness, however, and 
the disposition to resort to force and ap­ 
licáis to mol) law, as is always the result 
where the motive |wwer springs from the 
lower levels of intelligence. The laliorers 
in Pennsylvania, who burn and destroy 
projierty, and lieat and kill those who dis­ 
agree with them, are mainly those who in 
Kurojic, whence they came, had few per­ 
sonal lilierties, and in case of strikes 
marked hy savagery, would have become 
food for powder. No lesson is more pro­ 
nounced in these Pennsylvania riots and 
strikes than that intelligence, knowledge 
and due appreciation of the American sys­ 
tem, and respect for inalienable rights, is 
essential to order and the well-being of 
American society. If wc continue to in­ 
ject into our lalior system the worst and 
lowest elements of Eurofiean civiliza­ 
tion, we must expect to have such 
troubles as those of Pennsylvania multiply 
ujhiii our hands. The tailoring classes that 
appreciate American institutions, assimi­ 
late with them, attach themselves from 
conviction to our systems, and arc im­ 
pressed with the obligations that attend 
American citizenship, are not likely to 
cause trouble, or to resort to lawless 
methods. 
TlIK situation in Euiope has changed for 
the lietter, as the result of the publication 
of the treaty between Austria and the 
Herman Empire. It is a compact binding 
each party to render to the other instant 
and all possible aid in case either is in­ 
volved in war with Uussia. Of course, 
Italy is a silent partner in the agreement 
It is stated in the dispatches that it is not 
intended to he a menace to Hussia, hut 
rather an expression of a desire for peace. 
This is the diplomatic way of putting it, 
but, in plain English, it is a mandate to 
Uussia to withhold her hand, and a warn­ 
ing that if she does not d > so, she must 
expect to meet in the field both the great 
German powers, aided by Italian sym­ 
pathy, and, if need he, military assistance. 
Just what would result should Uussia in­ 
vade Slav States, the treaty affords no 
aid iu divining. It is not a violent con­ 
jecture, however, to forecast the interfer­ 
ence of Austria to prevent the further sub­ 
jugation of Bulgaria, in which ease it Is 
altogether probable that the aid of Ger­ 
many could lie depended upon to cheek any 
southeastern advance hy Russia. The pub­ 
lication of the treaty may he counted ui>on 
as iustirancc of the peace of Europe, and 
that the financial market has already re­ 
flected confidence in that lielief, Ls one of 
the significant incidents of the hour. 


SHASTA PARK AGAIN. 
A few days ago the Kfx\iri>-1’nk>N re­ 
ferred extendedly to the proposed reserva­ 
tion of ton townships of mountain 
wooded lands in Shasta county for a 
national park for this coast, and approved 
the suggestion. 
It is gratifying to 
notice that the idea is received with gen­ 
eral favor. Aside Irani the desirability of 
such a park for resort hv tourists, we 
referred to the absolute need of such a 
reservation as a game preserve. J'his is 
a strong reason for it. An example of the 
Benefits of reservations for that purpose is 
found in the ease of the Yellowstone 
Park. It is a fact that the only remaining 
hoard of bison within the territory of the 
United States, if noton the Continent, is 
to he found in that park, the reservation 
protecting them. Yet twelve years ago 
the l ison was numbered by the hundreds 
of thousands upon the plains and hills of 
the great basin. The elk, once exceed­ 
ingly plentiful in California, have lieen 
practically exterminated and only a dozen 
head now remain, protected by a private 
large land holding in Kern county. It is 
prohibited by law to slay deer in Cs'iiw-

The matter of proceeding to publish a 
now Great Register for Sacramento county 
should not be delayed another meeting of 
the Board of Supervisors. There is no time 
to lose if it is to be ready for the next gen­ 
eral election, and the Republicans—who 
constitute nearly the entire Board—cannot 
atlord to earn the odium to which they will 
be entitled if they neglect or purposely put 
off this matter. The present Great Register 
is glaringly inaccurate, and is in just such 
condition as persons or a political party 
desiring to commit gross frauds would wish 
to have it for that purpose.

Mr. Sherwood was seen hy a reporter lust 
evening, and asked for a statement relative 
to tlie matter, and the reasons for the action 
by the Governor in removing Commissioner 
Harvey, aud also for tendering his own 
resignation. In reply he said: “Some 
time ago the Governor removed Commis­ 
sioner Routicr and appointed J. 1). Red­ 
ding his successor, but Mr. Routierdeclined 
to recognize the right to remove him with­ 
out cause, ami the matter was tukcn into 
Court by Mr. Redding, and has not vet 
been decided. I was of the opinion that 
Mr. Harvey ought to he removed, if either, 
as he had not been an efficient member, 
while Air. Routier had devoted considera­ 
ble time to the business. Since the removal 
of Mr. Routier, his authority to net lias 
been questioned, and it has made more 
work ami responsibility for me. Some of 
my recommendations relative to the man­ 
agement of affairs of the Commission have 
been ignored by the majority, notably that 
ol the removal of J. W. Willage, late Chief 
of Patrol, who committed suicide in San 
Francisco on January 27th last. 1 had in­ 
vestigated the charges against Willage, and 
knew that he was extravagant in expenses, 
inefficient, and unfit for the place. The 
Governor had suggested to the members of 
the Board that Willage should be dis­ 
charged. Yet Commissioners Ron'.ier and 
Harvey voted against his dismissal. Then 
catue the suicide and the Coroner's inquest, 
which brought out some uglv stories rela­ 
tive to Willage, which {considered not 
very complimentary to the Commission, 
snd this was followed by S'ouio severe criti­ 
cism by the newspapers, and a request that 
the Governor investigate Lhe Commission. 
These are my reasons for offering my re ig- 
nation. The Governor has refused to ac­ 
cept It, and in such kind words that I must 
respect and obey the commands of my su­ 
perior officer. Por the reasons herein stated 
the Governor removed Commissioner Har­ 
vey and appointed John K Orr, of San 
Francisco, and has requestor! me to meet 
wjth him and Mr. Redding at an earlv day 
and organize the new Board for efficient 
work. I have devoted more tirue to the 
work of tiie Commission than 1 could realiv 
afford, and have in all matters done what 
I considered was for the best, and while 1 
remain a member shall continue to do so. 
Mr. Rc-dding has had experience as a mem­ 
ber of the Commission, and Mr. Orr is a 
thorough sportsman with gun and rod, and 
both have plenty of means and can afford 
to do much to promote the efficiency of the 
Commission. 
THE DELAYED TRAINS. 
General Manager Towno Denies False­ 
hoods Concerning the Subject. 
The statement having been made that 
the passengers upon the California and 
Oregon (rains, detained at Sissons by the 
heavy land-slides, are required to work for 
the company, if they have no money, in 
order to get food, General Manager A. N. 
Towne says to an Examiner reporter : 
“It is so great an outrage to charge us 
with trying to force our delayed passengers 
to work for their food that I cannot imag­ 
ine who, or what circumstances, could have 
enabled anyone to circulate such reports, 
when I am positive there is not one word 
of truth in them. I know it is an awful 
trial to the patience of anyone to be tied up 
in that country for a week or more, but the 
company cannot help it. The land-slides 
come unawares. They were very extensive 
in character. We have bent every energy 
to get the trains through to San Francisco 
since January 28th, but have found it im­ 
possible. Just as soon as the occurrence 
of the land-slides became known at the 
head office, Division Superintendent George 
was ordered to put at work all the men he 
could employ to clear the track. Men were 
sent np from here also, and now there are 
600 men at work, aud night and day shifts 
are employed. 
“ In addition I will say that my instruc­ 
tions to the agent at.SissionsJwas to feed, at 
the expense of the company, all those 
passengers who had run short of money. 
There is a good country hotel right at the 
Sissions station, and a "dozen more eating- 
houses close by, and I hardly believe that 
the agent is not properly obeying his duty 
in seeing that all those without money get 
three meals a day. As for sleeping accom­ 
modation the first and second-class passen­ 
gers have their regular sleeping-cars.” 
“ Superintendent George,” continued the 
gentlemen, "lias been instructed to give the 
delayed passengers daily bulletins of the 
progress ot the work being done to dear the 
track this side of Sissons. Further, he has 
been ordered to procure stage teams and 
wagons, so that either to-day or 
and not later than Tuesday, the train 
may he run this way as far as possible, and 
then have the passengers transferred by 
wagon across the very bad places down to 
Delta, where they can take the trains for 
this city.”

THE GOOD SAMARITAN. 
) 
Sermon by Rev. J . F. Von Herrlieb, at 
St. Paul's Episcopal Cbureh. 
A large congregation assembled at St. 
Paul’s Church yesterday to listen to Rev. 
J. F. Von Herrlich. who has lately been 
called to that pastorate. The reverend 
gentleman is an eloquent and entertaining 
speaker, liberal and broad-minded in his 
views, and possessed of high scholarly at­ 
tainments. He chose for his text the para­ 
ble of the Good Samaritan—Luke x., 
31-33. 
Our blessed Lord, said the reverend 
speaker, taught his disciples the golden 
rule of doing unto others as we would have 
others do unto us. But here we see that 
golden rule put into practical operation. 
In reading this matchless parable many of 
us are apt to see only the one side of it. 
We are so attracted by what that noble 
stranger from Samaria did for the wounded 
traveler that we do not think enough about 
those two selfish cravens who were branded 
with infamy for simply " passing by on the 
other side," and their sin is the sin of so 
many about us to-day—the oft-repeated sin 
of doing nothing ut all. The parable might 
be called the story of a man who did his 
simple, tuanly duty, and the two selfish 
churls who dodged by what they knew was 
a sacred duly and a manly obligation. 
I.ikelv neither of them premeditated 
such a mean, selfish action when they 
started out that morning. They did not 
say: “ This is u rather dangerous road I 
have to travel, and if 1 meet any one on 
the way whom the robbers have roughly 
handled, I will hurry along and give him 
no attention, for why should I trouble my­ 
self over some wounded tramp hy the way­ 
side'.1'' No, they had no such premedi­ 
tated intentions when they set out that 
morning—their sin was the sin of neglect­ 
ing to do a noble action when the oppor­ 
tunity was brought before them. Their 
sin belonged to that large class which fills 
up the left hand page of the ledger of life 
iu many a one’s history—the sin of neglect 
—of indifference and omission. 
After presenting a vivid picture of the 
travder lying wounded hy the way­ 
side, and the sorry spectacle of the 
priest and the Levite dodging by in order 
to avoid any personal concern or outlay— 
with the feelings of sneaks instead of the 
pleasure of heroes—the speaker dwelt on 
the touching scenes of the noble stranger 
from Samaria tenderly kneeling over the 
wounded man, binding up his wounds, anil 
cheering him on with words of comfort 
and putting him on his own beast and tak­ 
ing him to an inn for care and lodgment. 
Here, said the speaker, we have the picture 
of one who was willing to do his whole 
ruunly duty when the opportunity pre­ 
sented itself. There was no passing by on 
the other side to avoid personal incon­ 
venience. And by passing hy on the other 
side they lost the opportunity to honor 
their calling—they lost the gratitude of 
that wounded stranger; but most of all, 
they lost the consciousness of being good 
and noble, which in every g,-xxi und sincere 
heart is a well-spring of pride and satisfac­ 
tion.1 believe, said the speaket, that some of 
Hie 
mo t 
mortifying 
regrets 
and 
memories of life will 
be the recol­ 
lection (if neglected opportunities and 
duties, and if that regret does not 
come to ttie narrow aud selfish soul in this 
life, it must come to such a soul in the 
great hereafter. Leaving undone that which 
we might have done will make as sad a 
record against usas the doings of things 
evil and wicked. And who among us can­ 
not recall neglected duties and obligations 
— neglected opportunities to help or com­ 
fort those about us—neglocted opportuni­ 
ties to make more out of life and its priv­ 
ileges—wasted opportunities to grow in 
grace or to improve our-elves in mental ami 
intellectual directions? How many there 
are who sigh over the sad thought of what 
they are and what they might iiave been ! 
But time does not turn back in its flight, 
am1 op|*rtrtuniti**s once gone are gone for­ 
ever. Many th-re are who were as much 
ohjicts ol our help and kindt/ess as was 
that wounded traveler on the road to 
Jericho. We could not remove their sor­ 
rows. perhaps, but we could have poured 
in the oil of sympathy and the wine of 
C( in tort. 
How many there are who allow their 
love of ease and se’fishness to influence 
them to “ pass by on the other side" when 
some opportunity for helpfulness or gener­ 
osity C-U’es before them. 
How many there are who say, “ Well, 
what’s the use of going to the trouble; 
let some one else d > it," and so shirking 
the opporiunoies and duties of life on (he 
supposition that some one else will do 
them ! How many men leave to their 
wives aud children the spiritual obligations 
of church and charity, as though their 
faithfulness could atone for their neglect, 
or as though they could work out tlieir 
salvation or spiritual weliare by substitute 
or proxy. Some of the keenest regrets, 
said the speaker, 1 have ever felt in my 
short ministry, have been over what I be­ 
lieved to be neglected opportunities; op­ 
portunities to help and comfort those about 
me; opportunities to aid and comfort the 
sorrowful and afflicted; 'opportunities to 
warn and help those who have now passed 
beyond the reach of earthly aid ami com­ 
fort.The speaker dwelt forcibly upon those 
who were neglecting God’s house and their 
spiritual welfare. Only a little while asd 
life's probation, with its opportunities, wiil 
be gone forever.* Y'ou who pass by on the 
other side of the chnrch door—what do 
you think of your condition beyond this? 
Do yott not somehow think that your 
moral and spiritual growth now will de­ 
fine and determine it ? Often, said the 
speaker, the one who is doing the most 
evil is the one who does nothing at 
all when his help, his presence, his ex­ 
ample, is wanted to move and encourage 
others. The direst condemnation in the 
great day of judgment will fall upon those 
who knew their dnty but failed to do it. 
” I was an hungered and ye gave me no 
meat.” 
Salvation is a positive thing, to be se­ 
cured by doing something. 1 do not know 
the exact effect of certain ordinances upen 
the soul and spirit, but this I do know, that 
if the Lord commands them you re­ 
fuse at your jeopardy. 
The neglect to 
take a certain medicine not long since cost 
the life of a patient; the failure to comply 
with certain legal requirements of a will 
sent an estate in the wrong direction ; the 
neglect to swing a signal light a few weeks 
ago caused all the deaths and horror of a 
railroad collision; and the failure to stop a 
leak in time has sunk many a ship in mid­ 
ocean. 
The speaker closed an impressive (and 
eloquent) sermon by urging his hearers not 
to pass over on the other side of life’s op­ 
portunities and blessings. Be on the safe 
side. If God asks you, throngh his in­ 
spired revelation to do a thing, do it. Be 
on the safe side—go according to the greater 
probabilities ! And the pronabilities are a 
thousand to one that what you do now will 
determine your condition hereafter ; there­ 
fore do not pass your opportunities by as 
the pi iest and Levite passed that wounded 
stronger long ages ago on the way to Jeri­ 
cho.

Will S. Green, in 
speaking of his section, says : “ We have 
been troiu the north to the south of Colusa 
county in the last few days, we have seen 
every charac’er of land, and everywhere it 
looks as though every grain of wheat had 
sprouted. Never before have we seen snch 
a magnificent prospect for every class of 
soil. Aud there are more acres in wheat 
in this county this season than ever before. 
The cold weather has kept the fruit buds 
back so they will probably not get nipped 
by the frost. Truly 1888 makes to Colusa 
county splendid promises.” What Air. 
Green says of Colusa is true of Sacramento 
Yoto. Amadorand El Dorad'*, and no doubt 
is true of the whole northern sec'ion of the 
State.

George W. Lorenz, teller ol the People’s 
Hank came near killing his brother-in-law, 
W illiam Tate. 
Mr. Tate had been out late 
and returning home says he was assaulted 
by an unknown party at Tenth and J 
streets end received a severe blow in the 
back of the Lead, indicting an ugly wound, 
which dazeil him . 
Instead of going to his 
hoi, i . . walked upon the porch of his 
brother-in-law s residence, his house being 
an adjoining one. 
Instead of going to the 
door. It a; pears he wentjto a window and 
was rattling the shutters. Mr. LoreDz hear­ 
ing the noise and supposing it to be a 
burglar, took his pistol and stepped out on 
the porch and demanded to know w hat 
was the matter. 
Seeing that the party was 
■ii a dazed condition he did not lire. Tate 
fam e toward him , and then m aking a 
-pring, grappled holu of Lorenz, evidently 
supposing lLat his brother-in-law was the 
party who as-aulted him . In the struggle 
which ensued the pistol was discharged, 
tlieball passing close to the side of the 
head of Tale. The report and flash of the 
weapon seems to have brought Tate to his 
senses for .ie cried o u t: “ George, you have 
killed m e!’ and sank on the porch. Lorenz 
ome by this announcem ent; he 
was 
thought lie had 
killed his brother-in 
law, 
and. 
rushing in 
next 
door, in­ 
formed Mr. Tate that be had killed 
bis 
son, 
and 
called 
a 
neighbor 
to help him carry the lifeless remains into 
the house, imagining of course that the 
deadly bullet had torn of half of his 
brother-in-law’s head. W hile Lorenz was 
ofr alarm ing the neighborhood his wife 
went out on the porch, got her brother in 
the house, and made the discovery that the 
only damage from the shot was a severe 
powder-bum on the torehead. She went 
to the door, and called to her husband to 
let the neighbors alone, for the boy was not 
shot, only “ frightened nearly to death.’’ 
Lorenz came back as fast as he went away, 
and he says the proudest moment of his 
life was when lie saw his brother-in-law 
walking on the floor. “ My cup of joy was 
full. 
It was a close call,” he said, ‘ and I 
lived several years in those several mo­ 
ments. when I firmly believed that I was a 
murderer. 
We were happy, I tell you, and 
then my wife fainted, and I tell you we 
had a circus in that neighborhood for a 
little while.”

distinctly understand that r do not recognize 
your authority to act in behalf of California in I 
the premises, you never Having been appointed j 
by any competent authority for that purpose and 
all the necessary care and attention having 
been paid to the matter by the Senators and 
Representatives from California. As veu are 
acting entirely in a private capacity, without 
any sanction from myself, I prefer receiving all 
further communications in regard to the m at­ 
ter from the duly accredited representatives 
fro" " -lifomla in the Senate and the House. 
R. W. Waterman, Governor. 
’I he Governor says that he does not pro­ 
pose that the State shall be paying extra 
expenses for special agents when we have 
representatives of-our own who can and 
should look after these affairs. 
Captain A. S Davidson, of San Bernar­ 
dino, has been appointed a Trustee of the 
State Normal School at Los Angeles, vice 
Byron Walters, resigned. 
His Excellency has refused to commute 
the sentence of George W. Cox, who is to 
be hanged in Calaveras county on March 
23d for the m urder of his son-in-law. 
The Governor will go to Berkeley Thurs­ 
day to visit the State University. 
The State Library Trustees meet next 
Saturday at the Library in the Capitol. 
San Francisco county paid into the State 
Treasury Saturday $900,000. 


An E arly M orning D isturbance. 
Saturday m orning about 3 o'clock, a row 
w hich came near resulting in a tragedy, 
occurred in Sm ith’s restaurant, K street, 
between Third and Fourth. It appears 
that a man named Soldaniels and a couple 
of women were eating in the restaurant 
when Dan Eagan, alias “ Montana Kid,” 
his wife and another woman entered. 
The “ Kid s ” wife did not happen to be on 
friendly terms with one of the women who 
was at Soidaciels’ table, and after an ex­ 
change of a few words the two men be­ 
came involved in the quarrel. A tussle 
ensued, and after a “scrap” of a few m in­ 
utes the burly ruffians were separated. 
After this Mrs. Eagan said something back 
to Soldaniels, and, she says, he made for 
her with a carviDg-knife. but before be 
could do any carving a bottle of catsup 
hurled by the woman landed on his cran­ 
ium and had the effect of knocking him 
down.

M ethods of A ction—T h e ir R esults E lse­ 
w h ere—O rganize H ere. 
Eds. R ecobd-Union : Frequent mention 
has been made in your columns of late of 
the flagrant default of the police of the 
city to arrest persons violating openly cer­ 
tain laws of the State and city. All this is 
so notorious that the expectations of all 
good citizens is eagerly turned toward the 
approaching election in the hope that a 
change in the police administration will 
give the relief that is desired. 1 do not 
hesitate to say that this change of adminis­ 
tration can at best only eflect this relief in 
part. 
This defiance of law that marks the 
city is wider spread than appears upon the 
surface, grievous as it is, and covers other 
offenses than lottery dealing and gambling. 
Specially is the law against the sale of 
liquors to minors constantly violated, and 
boys and even girls are coming up among 
us debauched by the drink habit in conse­ 
quence. 
Other laws are persistently defied—laws 
that do not come strictly within the crim ­ 
inal calendar, yet that Lave a large bear­ 
ing on the morality of the city and its rep­ 
utation for purity and safety, considera­ 
tions of no small weight to residents of the 
city, and to those looking to residence, ac­ 
customed to the fullest protection of law in 
these respects in other places. Violations 
of laws of this class are so numerous that 
any police force of limited num bers like 
our own, at the highest possible state of 
efficiency, cou.d reach but a few oí the vio­ 
lators. Relief m ust come in other direc­ 
tions. 
The ci izens of the city should 
be awake to looking for relief in other di­ 
rections. The police force of the city, such 
as it is, should be made as efficient as pos­ 
sible, and the present disgrace of a venal 
police administration should be wiped out 
and an efficient Chief of Police elected at 
the March election, as we believe there will 
be. But other remedies are called tor. 
These conditions of an insufficient police 
force, more or less venal, and a large and 
strongly intrenched and defiant class of 
law-breakers, are not new in cities, nor the 
evils complained of local to Sacramento. 
To contest these conditions and to grapple 
with these evils is one of the problems of 
city government everywhere. 
Numerous 
attempts have been made to solve this 
problem, the uuinber of attempts made in 
cities in various parts of the land in the 
last few years, without special concurrence, 
is one of the hopeiul signs of municipal re­ 
form. 
One plan deserves ape dal notice for its 
success. It is the plan in operation in Chi­ 
cago, inaugurated in 1877, and successfully 
pushed 
every year 
since — the 
plan 
of 
a 
“ Citizens’ 
Law 
and 
Order 
League ” 
to 
prosecute 
w ithout 
fa­ 
vor, and 
by efficient machinery, every 
oflender against every law included in the 
statutes. It postulates the principle that 
the “ enforcement of law is essential to 
the perpetuity of good government,” and 
from 
this 
pushes 
its work against 
the 
“ more 
respectable ” but no less 
dangerous law breakers who caunot be 
followed by the police, who, for various 
reasons, secure im m unity from the police. 
Thespecific work of the Chicago League is to 
secure the moral purity of the city for the 
protection of the children and youth of the 
city, by looking closely to the laws enacted 
in their interest. This Chicago “ Citizens’ 
League” has had a record of remarkable 
success. 
Its President. I. P. Rumsey, in 
bis annual report for 1S86, says of i t : " It 
has become well intrenched as one of the 
perm anent institutions of which Chicago 
has leason to be proud, and our best citizens 
recognized in it one of the agencies for en­ 
forcing a higher morality, a wholesome re­ 
spect for law and order, and a healthv pub­ 
lic sentim ent that shall go far to elevate 
and purify our character as a city. It 
number, among its Vice-Presidents J. V. 
Farwell, P. S. Armour, George M. Pull­ 
man, Bishop Chenev and others of like 
note. Its work for September of last year 
(1887), was as follows, and this is a fair 
sample of its regular opeiatious; Number 
of persons arrested by its agents, 147; 
num ber of charges against these, 239. 
Disposed of as follows: Fined, 162; held over, 
54; discharged, 23; lines imposed, $2,896. 
Crime has greatly dim inished under its 
operations, especially among minors. In 
1877, with 420,900 population, 1.782 minors 
were committed to the House of Correction 
from Chicago, while in 1886, with 670,000 
population, only 1,428 were committed. 
The agents of the League are detectives, 
who m ake the arrests, or cause them to be 
made, and work up the cases, supplying 
the proof necessary to convict. No arrest 
is made without strong proof, and when 
the arrest is made the case is followed 
steadily and closely to decision. Funds 
for the work are provided by a large sub­ 
scribing membership. 
One phase of its 
work has been so successful that, according 
to the annual report, “paloon-keepers in 
their associations Lave passed resolutions 
that they will admit no one to membership 
unless he will sign a pledge net. to sefi 
liquor io minors or drunkards.” 
The practical nature of this work, aud 
the feeling that if such results as these can 
be accomplished in Chicago m uch of the 
need here might be met in a like manner, 
and the trying character of the need here 
has resulted in the formation by a number 
of the best men of a like organization in 
Sacramento, and its work will be heard 
from in the months just coming. The pur­ 
pose and hope of the organization is to 
strengthen the hands of the police of the 
city, and to crowd down law-breaking— 
aims that should have the supj>ort of all

“ On Sunday last Elm er Smith and Gerton 
Ferton succeeded in killing a mammoth 
wild boar that has for yearn past lived on 
calves, sheep, etc., down in the Pocket. 
The citizens of that locality for som etim e 
past have been trying to kill Ids hogsbip, 
and many shots have been fired into bis 
carcass without eflect. 
He was ready for

an open field. He was known and feared 
by all the settlers of the vicinity, and when 
the news of his death was confirmed last 
Sunday, three rousing cheers were offered 
for his captors. The men were in a wagon 
when they met him, and the boar showed 
fight right off. They peppered hint with 
shotguns, which had no effect whatever, 
and clubs were brought into requisition in 
close quarters, which were effectually used 
over the anim al's head. Two well-directed 
shots from a revolver finished him, and his 
captors hauled his carcass in trium ph to a 
place of safety, where they skinned him 
and divided pieces of the hide among their 
neighbors. The thickness of the skin and 
membranes measured from two to three 
inches, a piece of which can be seen at this 
office."

ready graveled from the south side of the 
city over to G, and with the latter put into 
fine driving condition, and leading as it 
does directly to the entrance of Agricultural 
Park, would at once come to the front, it is 
claimed, as the principal street on that side 
of the city. F street was graded most oi its 
length last summer, and many of its resi­

Shenandoah, Febrttary 5th.—The riot of 
Friday night was renewed last evening. 
It was generally known during the after­ 
noon that the Polaudcra were buying all 
the- revolvers that could be had in town, 
and that they were holding meetings at 
central point3 for the purpose of agreeing 
on concerted action. 
Toward ?> o'clock they began to gather 
on the sm all circus-grouuds south of the 
K ehley Run colliery, on the surrounding 
bill-sidcs, and in all the streets, alleys and 
yards of the vicinity. 
I5y 1 o’clock, when 
the gap-bell rang the signal to quit work, 
there were fully 3,000 men, women and 
children congregated, in waiting for the 
workmen. 
Not all of these were Poles, 
but those in the front rank were, and they 
were armed with revolvers, clubs aud 
stones 
THE RX0TEE3 OrZX THE BATTLE. 
The Baker boys were the first to quit 
work and start for hom e. 
It was not 
thought by the m ine managers that the 
mob would molest these mere boys, but 
this wes bad judgment, for they kicked, 
stoned and beat them as though they had 
been responsible adults. 
The few men 
who braved the mob also m et with the 
same fate, and it soon became evident 
that if the rioters were to he checked at 
all, it must be by the authority of the coal 
aud iron police and cold lead. 
CHECKED BY REVOLVERS. 
Suddenly the coal and iron men, to the 
number of twenty-two, formed on a Hat at 
a distance of about iiity yards below the 
breaker, in the very front of the howling 
nii.b, who continued to pell them with 
stones. 
As they formed in company front, 
with drawn revolvers, heavy and self-cock­ 
ing weapons, the mob recoiled and stood at 
bay. their tempers temporarily cooled by 
the knowledge that they were facing death. 


TPE OFFICERS FIRED ON. 
The platoon of officers marched slowly 
on up the slight elevation of the road, 
which as it rose formed an embankment 
for the Lehigh valley road. A s they neared 
the top of the road they were suddenly 
fired on by a few Poles who had crept 
along under tire shadow of the bank. 
One 
of the officers, Oscar W illiams, fell with an 
ugly wound in the inner part of his left 
thigh. 
The police then turned and fired re­ 
peatedly in the direction of the mob, but 
without hitting auy one as far as known. 
The mob then retired and shot back. The 
officers marched off again nloDg the rail­ 
road, through the bridge and down to the 
Indian Ridge breaker, where they are quar­ 
tered in the offices. 


ARRIVAL OF MORE POLICE. 
About 5:30 o'clock in the afternoon four 
carloads of coal and iron police came to 
town over the Reading road from Mahonoy 
Plane and other points, and the train was 
run pas1 the depot and nnder the coal 
chutes of the Indian Ridge breaker, where 
they remained. 
A visit to the quarters of the coal and 
iron police at the Indian Ridge mine 
showed there were from 150 to 200 officers 
quartered in cars fitted up with sleeping ac­ 
commodations, two freight-cara being used 
as cating-rooms. Captains Christian and 
W illiams are in command. 


FURTHER TROUBLE LOOKED FOR. 
Serious trouble is feared on Monday, when 
the Kehley Run and W illiam Penn”collier­ 
ies attempt to resume operations. 
Bloody 
work may then 
be looked for if the 
strikers’ threats are fair gauges of their in ­ 
tentions. 
In the meantime, the Poles are drink­ 
ing all the liquor they can get and prim­ 
ing themselves for any conceivable m is­ 
chief. 


LATEST FROM THE BATTLB-OEOCND. 
Shenandoah, February 5th.—No rioting 
occurred to-day. 
The Poles are discussing 
the situation in the saloons, and say they 
will stop the men from going to work in 
the morning. 
The police are armed with W inchester 
riffes, and say they wiil protect the miners. 


TROOPS IN READINESS. 
Pottsville, February 5th.—Two compa­ 
nies of the National Guard are still at the 
armories, but no trouble occurred to-day. 
Sheriff'Duffy to-night issued a proclama­ 
tion reciting the Shenandoah O lurbance. 
and cautioning the turbulent 
'ement to 
desist under pain of the pena.lies of the 
law. 
AT THE PHILADELPHIA ARMORIES. 
/ ' ‘pijriplj, ISiW, by the Caltfonii'i Anocial--<l 1'rest.] 
P hiladelphia, February 5th.—There was 
considerable stir at the armories of the 
First, Second and Third Regiments and the 
Stale Invincibles to-day. The men expect 
to be called upon to go to Shenandoah if 
the riots are continued^ to-morrow. 
Mem­ 
bers of several commands remained about 
the armories all day, expectiug'startling 
news. 
They have been privately ordered 
to be ready for an emergency. 


T R O U B L E A T P IT T S B U R G , 


Three oí the Striker» Shot Down—One 
Fatally W ounded. 
PrrrsBur.o, February 5th.—As was feared, 
a collision occurred last evening between 
the non-Union men at the Solar Iron 
W orks and the strikers, in which three per­ 
sons were injured, a sixteen-ycar-old lad 
named Joseph Kennedy being fatally shot. 
The works, which have been idle for the 
nasi two months on account of the strike, 
resumed operations with eighty colored 
men. formerly members of the Amalga­ 
mated Association. 
These non-l'nionists 
were escorted to aud from their homes by 
the police. 
This afternoon a large number of strikers 
and their sympathizers gathered about the 
m ill, and w hen ¡the non-Union men came 
out, surrounded by officers, the strikers fol­ 
lowed, applying many offensive epithets to 
the negroes. 
After a couple of blocks had 
been thus passed the strikers begun throw­ 
ing rocks, when, without warning, several 
negroes drew revolvers and 


OPENED PIP.E UPON THE CROWD. 
The mob broke and ran in all directions, 
white the officers rushed among the ex­ 
cited colored men and endeavored to stop 
the shooting. 
Between thirty and forty 
shots w ere tired, however, before tl»ey were 
gotten under control. 
Besides young Kennedy, three men are 
known to have been shot, but their names 
or the extent of their injuries cannot be 
ascertained, as thev were taken away by 
friends. 
It is presumed that others re­ 
ceived injuries of some kind.
